A Sensational =the region of Greater New York by the 
Opinion publication of an opinion declaring that the 
New York State Board of Pharmacy is 
illegally constituted, has no right of existence, and that the mem- 
bers of the board are mere pretenders to an official status. This sen- 
sational declaration is the result of a study of the statutes by As- 
semblyman Robert S. Conklin made at the instance of an associa- 
tion in Brooklyn which proposes to contest the right of the board 
to its existence. The constitutionality of the pharmacy law and 
the legal status of the board have been previously called into ques- 
tion, but never in so outspoken a manner as in this legal opinion 
which may be consulted in our news columns. The dictum of 
Assemblyman Conklin may be pooh-poohed as the emanation of 
a man who was disappointed in not getting a pharmacy law of 
his own through the legislature, but the matter is now up to the 
Attorney General of the State and it is extremely unlikely that 
proceedings will cease with the mere publication of the opinion. 
It is only to be regretted that steps were not taken earlier to 
decide the legal status of the board, for if those who have been 
mulcted in fines during its activity of the past few years decide 
to start suits to recover the amounts it may prove very costly 


and embarrassing to the present members of the board.

In the present state of the 
drug trade we do not see how it could be possible to collect 
anything like the sum claimed, and the boldness of the retail 
druggist in striking out in a wholly new and untried field is 
symptomatic of present conditions. It has been asserted often 
that ingenuity is a necessary ingredient in the make-up of a 
pharmacist, and it is not surprising that a pharmacist should be 
found among builders of airships. J. D. Park & Son, the 
Cincinnati wholesale drug firm, has revived its old suit against 
the National Wholesale Druggists’ Association, a judge of the 
Supreme Court of the state of New York having permitted it 
to serve a supplemental amended complaint to fix the alleged 
damages at the sum stated above, instead of $500,000, the amount 
demanded when the suit was first begun in 1897, and there is no 
disputing the fact that much ingenuity has been exhibited by 
these perennial plaintiffs. To return to airships, while discuss- 


ing the wholesalers’ activity, the enterprisiig foresightedness of 
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a world renowned firm of London manufacturing pharmacists 
may be cited. This firm is out with an up-to-date first aid 
equipment specially designed for the use of aviators. The need

As 
readers of THe AMERICAN Druccist will recall, the question of 
license to practice was greatly agitated all over the island when 
Cuba was under the United States Provisional Government. At 
that time any practical pharmacist was allowed the same privi- 
leges as the one who possessed a college diploma. The banquet 
was given by the National Association of Pharmacy of Havana, 
and was a most successful affair, about 100 participating. Their 
jubilation is very proper and under the circumstances they are 
surely to be congratulated on the success of their movement 
for the better regulation of the practice of pharmacy, a move- 
ment in which they at all times had the sympathy and support 
of their brethren to the North.

Hydrogen Dioxide and the law has a curious provision 


California Pharmacy Law pertaining to the sale of 
hydrogen dioxide which has 
recentiy been brought to our attention. As an article of the Phar- 
macopoeia, it is regarded as a drug, and may not be sold unless 
by a registered pharmacist. The new law of the State of Cali- 
fornia, approved March 21, 1907, is based to some extent on the 
law of New York State, under which the Board of Pharmacy is 
empowered to issue permits to general dealers in rural districts, 
who are authorized to sell hydrogen dioxide among other domes- 
tic remedies. Outside of rural districts and within the limit of 
three miles from any pharmacy, such sales are not permitted. To 
get around this provision of the law, it has been proposed to 
market hydrogen dioxide under a proprietary name as a toilet 
article exempt from the provisions of the law pertaining to the 
sale of drugs. The makers, however, object to changing their 
labels which now bear directions for medicinal as well as for 
toilet uses. In New York State this question has also been 
raised, a dealer in Auburn and one in Albany having been pro- 
ceeded against by the Board of Pharmacy on the ground that 
the dioxide being a medicine it can not legally be sold except 
from a registered pharmacy. No action has been taken we be- 
lieve by either the eastern or the western section of the Board 


of Pharmacy, but only by the middle section. 


At this year’s meeting of the New 
More Publicity, York State Pharmaceutical Association 
Please the importance of practical pharmacists 
having a good representation in the 
United States Pharmacopeeial Convention next year was prop- 


erly emphasized. In the discussion on this subject it was pointed 
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out that the pharmacopeeial standard of purity for some drugs 
was too high, this being particularly the case with regard to 
the magnesium carbonate used in the preparation of solution of 
magnesium citrate, one speaker declaring that it was impos- 
sible to purchase magnesium carbonate of pharmacopeeial purity 
in the open market. Nobody will gainsay that the purity rubric 
of the United States Pharmacopoeia is a matter of the highest 
importance. It is doubtful if any other subject was more ex- 
tensively studied and thoroughly threshed out by the Committee 
of Revision, but few people outside of the committee have had 
the benefit of this extensive study on account of the unwill- 
ingness of the committee to publish full abstracts of its discus- 
sions. In our opinion the committee makes a great mistake in 
not putting the professional public in possession of information 
which might prevent the appearance of much of the criticism 
that is now indulged in. The educational value of such a publi- 
cation would be immense, and no harm would result from any 
discussion which the publication of the results of the com- 
mittee’s work might evoke. Then, let us have more publicity, 


more information, and consequent knowledge!

state. The principal points of the new law, credit for the passage 
of which is largely due to ex-President Ramsaur, of the State 
Association, and the present president, E. Berger, are the impo- 
sition of an annual registration fee of $1 and restrictions on the 
sale of narcotics. It is a reform which the pharmacists of the 
state have aimed at for the past fifteen years, and it is reassuring 


to know that they are satisfied with it.

The tender hearted 
Bostonian who brought the society's agent into the matter is 
certainly entitled to the thanks of the manufacturer, who could 
not have bought at any price such a gorgeous advertising oppor- 
tunity as was furnished by this, “armed intervention.” The temp- 
tation must be great for the manufacturers of the rat bane to 
repeat the episode with local authorities instead of Boston ones 
as the principal actors.

In this case also a decomposition of the alkaloids seems to 
take place after the extract has stood six months. 


Conclusions. 


From this it is apparent that practically none of the products 
examined deteriorate to any appreciable extent and such as 
do show any have their deterioration come well within the limit 
of experimental error. The exceptions to this are powdered 
extract of physostigma, fluidextract of coca, ftluidextract of 
aconite root, and the tincture of aconite root after a half-year’s 
standing. All the rest of the products examined, however, pre- 
serve their strength better than I had really expected. The 
deterioration in the case of tincture of aconite root is not great, 
and would not markedly affect its therapeutic value. Strange to 
say, tincture of coca does not deteriorate, although the fluidex- 
tract does. As will be observed nitroglycerin tablets are quite 
stable considering the volatility and ready reducibility of the 
substance. We have often heard that nitroglycerin tablets will 
Geteriorate, but these figures disprove the assertion. 

I may add that my results are in practically every case veri- 
fied by the results of the leading assay chemists of al] the phar- 
maceutical manufacturing houses. 

OFFICIAL SYNONOMY.! 
3y GrorGeE M. BERINGER, 
Camden, N. J. 

The entire subject of synonyms must receive careful consider- 
ation in the next revision of the United States Pharmacopceia. 
The selection of correct Latin and English titles ard of proper 
synonyms to be officially recognized isnow much more important 
than heretofpre, as the names applied to drugs are now subject 
to legal restrictions. 

The rules and regulations for the enforcement of the national 
food and drugs act, under section 17, devoted to “the label,” de- 
cree that “in the case of drugs the nomenclature employed by 
the United States Pharmacopceia and the National Formulary 
shall obtain.” 

Recent utterances by the government authorities show that 
these officials are hypercritical on the subject of labeling, and 
that trade customs and usages will receive scant consideration. 

Since, then, the labels become of such importance to the drug 
trade from a legal standpoint, and the use of improper names is 
fraught with danger, there is an additional responsibility placed 
upon the committees on revision of the pharmacopoeia and the 
formulary to select correct titles and proper English names by 
which the articles are to be sold, and this responsibility they 
should not shirk. 

It is apparent that the policy of the revisers of the United 
States Pharmacopceia was to discourage the use of synonyms. 
In a prefatory note on page xli their position on this subject is 
defined in the following statement: 





The subject of synonyms has in past years claimed much at- 
tention, the general policy being always in the direction of limit-

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ing their number as much as possible. In the present revision 
very few synonyms will be found in the text of the book; in the 
index, however, they are printed in smaller type under the offi- 
cial Latin titles, and cross references to the synonyms are printed 
in the ordinary type followed by the official Latin title, so that the 
reader may find, in proper alphabetical order, the name of the 
substance or preparation which is regarded as a synonym. It is 
hoped that physicians and pharmacists will use the Latin or 
English titles given in the Pharmacopeeia, so that synonyms will 
gradually become obsolete. Much confusion in prescribing and 
dispensing ‘will in the future be obviated if this hope is realized. 


In papers* contributed to the Pennsylvania Pharmaceutical 
Association last year, the writer incidentally directed attention to 
some of the vagaries of the official synonomy, but the subject 
is of sufficient practical importance to merit more specific pres- 
entation and more extensive discussion. 

The innovation in the eighth revision of the pharmacopceia 
of printing synonyms in the index has not proven satisfactory, 
and a critical examination will convince one that the rule laid 
down in the preface has not been consistently followed, some of 
the proper synonyms in common use having been omitted en- 
tirely. Incidentally, several errors have been thus introduced in 
the work by the indexing. It is not correct to state that “cin- 
namic aldehyde” is “synthetic oil of cassia,’ or that “eugenol” 
is “synthetic oil of cloves.” If these are correct, then guaiacol 
should be given as synthetic creosote. These errors are all the 
more noticeable when we observe that benzaldehyde is not any- 
where given as synthetic oil of bitter almond, although this is a 
correct and commonly used name. Another type of error is 
shown in index page 659, where appears “glabra, rhus.” There is 
no reason for indexing each part of a title or botanical name, 
and if indexing of this style was carried on throughout we 
should have “virginiana prunus,” “purshiana rhamnus,” “sagrada 
caseara,” ete, and a sorry looking index would be the result. 

It is difficult to understand what principle or rule actuated the 
decisions as to what was to be introduced as a synonym or what 
was to be eliminated. We find in this index treatment of the 
subject that a number of synonyms not previously recognized 
have been introduced. Among these may be cited Sydenham’s 
laudanum and sweet spirit of nitre as examples of two distinct 
classes, the obsolete and the modern. If “Sydenham’s laudanum” 
is necessary as a synonym for vinum opti, why is not “black 
drop” also given as a synonym for acetum opti? If these obso- 
lete terms are to be reintroduced, why not also elixir proprie- 
tatis, and many others of the old time synonomy ? 

Tt is entirely proper to enquire why such daily used names 
as “camphorated oil.” “Hoffmann’s anodyne” and “essence of 
peppermint”? have been eliminated? Especially when by such 
omissions, legal standards for these have been destroyed. Why 
has the entire list of essences been tabooed and the word “es- 
sence,” so commonly used in our store practice, been entirely 
eliminated? By the omission of “cold cream” we now have no 
standard for this article, and we know that the name is now 
applied to a host of commercial articles of different types and 
formulas, bearing no resemblance to the original formula of 
Galen or that formerly official in the pharmacopeeia. It is doubt- 
ful if the placing of “brown mixture” in the index as a syno- 
nym legally restricts its use to mistura glycyrrhize composita, 
U.S. P. The impression grows on one who carefully studies this 
phase of the subject that such omissions were for a purpose. If 
so, then there has been an evasion of responsibility which should 
not be repeated. 

It must be admitted that an index is properly only an alpha- 
betical list of articles treated and mentioned in the text of a 
book and giving the exact location of such mention or treatment. 
To illustrate the conditions existing, the index tells us, “Brayers. 
page 121”; on reference to that page we nowhere find the word. 
The attempt of the pharmacopceia revisers to broaden and extend 
the use of the index soastomakeit anadjunct to the educational 
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“What is meant by Hoffmann’s anodyne? Is it necessary to dispense 
U. S. P. compound spirit of ether when this is called for? 

When essence of penpermint is called for is it customary to consider 
it a synorym for U. S. P. spirit of peppermint? 
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or teaching usefulness of the book I cannot consider advisable 
or a success. As a rule the index is the least consulted part of 
a work on formulas arranged alphabetically. The learning of 
synonyms is especially important to the students and undergrad- 
uates, and the official treatment of this subject makes it all the 
more difficult for them to learn from the pharmacopeeia, and 
really minimizes the value of the book for that purpose. The 
proper limitations to the index should be maintained and syno- 
nyms cannot be properly considered by the index treatment. If 
it is not practicable to treat them to the extent desired in the text 
associated with each title, then I would suggest that in the next 
revision a separate chapter on synonyms be introduced, and that 
the properly used English and Latin common names for official 
titles be there listed as synonyms, as is now done in the German 
pharmacopceia. 

To encourage “the use of the Latin and English titles given 
in the pharmacopeeia, attention should be paid to the selection of 
proper Latin titles in accordance with medical writings and the 
practice of physicians, and particular attention should be given to

the selection of the correct English or common names by which 
the articles are known and fold. The pharmacopoeia has not al- 
ways been consistent in the treatment of either of these two 
phases of the subject, and it has been especially impractical 'n the 
latter. To illustrate: The official Latin titles for cascara sagrada 
and the preparations of this drug are seldom if ever used (in my 
experience never) and so the title cascara sagrada should be in- 
troduced officially in place of rhamnus purshiana., 

It is difficult to understand the vagaries of some of the titles 
adopted, as, for example, “diachylon plaster” is not recognized in 
the text, but “emplastrum plumbi” is correctly given as the title, 
with “lead plaster’ as the English synonym. When, however, 
one refers to the ointment made therefrom we 1ead “unguentum 
diachylon,” with “diachylon ointment” as the English synonym. 
Oleum cadinum is an example of a common name Latinized into 
an official and questionable title. Oleum crotonis should dis- 
place the present “oleum tiglii,’ especially as “croton oil” is 
given as the English translation. 

The English names for the Latin titles are in the main simply 
an anglicized form of the Latin title. As examples we have 
aspidium, lappa, salvia, marrubium, scoparius, xanthoyxlum, zea, 
etc., none of which, although now legal, are applicable to retail 
practice. Nor in this has the pharmacopceia been consistent, for 
we find hops given as the English for humulus, white oak for 
quercus and both linseed and flaxseed for linum. As this ques- 
tion now assumes importance, it is urged that in the future revi- 
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sion each title of a drug or preparation be followed by the cor- 
rect English name under which the article is properly sold. This 
will entail’ numerous changes, but should not increase the size 
of the book. 

Another problem that will necessarily require attention is the 
official use of geographical names, as the present tendency on the 
part of government officials is to construe such names as 
part of the title, and the article is deemed to be misbranded if 
its source is not in accordance with the locality or country given 
in the title. The pharmacopeia has a number of such titles as 
Canada turpentine, which may not always be produced in Can- 
ada; Virginia and Texas serpentarias, which may not be col- 
lected in the states named; Spanish licorice, which possibly did 
not grow in Spain; Honduras sarsaparilla, collected and ex- 
ported from some other country; German chamomile, raised in 
Hungary, etc. Yet these are necessary, as they serve to desig- 
nate the drugs intended, and have been so continuously used in 
the trade for a very long time to designate trade grad.s and 
qualities. There is no deception intended or fraud practiced, 
and the elimination of such terms will only be an interference 
with legitimate trade conditions and create unnecessary confu- 
sion. The use of such geographical names as are necessary 
should be continued, and it is recommended that a note be intro- 
duced in the preface of the next revision explaining that, where 
such geographical names are used, it is in the qualifying or 
adjectival sense to designate certain styles or commercial grades 
of the articles, and not necessarily to indicate that the drugs 
named have been grown or produced in the country designated. 


THE FLUIDEXTRACT QUESTION.! 


By FrepericK J. BLUMENSCHEIN. 

The manufacturers have so repeatedly impressed upon the 
druggist his inability to make and assay his own fluidextracts 
that he has come to believe in it to such an extent that he buys 
all his with the firm conviction that time and 
money are Proof shall be given further on, showing the 
fallacy of these statements. With two possible exceptions (sen- 
na and licorice) all of the pharmacopeeial fluidextracts can be 
made in quantities of one-half pound or more cheaper than they 
can be purchased. 

It stands to reason that each fluidextract will require slightly 
different manipulation just as the drugs differ in physical and 
chemical properties and structure. The subject cannot be treated 
fully in one paper, because, altitude, latitude, and climatic con- 
ditions al] affect the operation and the keeping properties. 

The strongest argument the salesman can offer is that his 
fluidextract does not precipitate; this is not true, for all fluid- 
extracts precipitate upon ageing, and exposure to light and air. 
But the large manufacturer carefully ages and filters his com- 
pounds; requiring from two months to a year. Again a fluid- 
extract assayed chemically and physiologically to 
standard when made, but some drugs, such as digitalis, are said 
to deteriorate. 

While it is not within the scope of this paper to discuss the 
manufacture of fluidextracts, a few remarks will not be amiss. 
Probably the most important factor is to insure complete ex-

haustion, to do this percolation must proceed slowly, as slowly 
as possible. To avoid evaporation the partial extraction method 
may be used. To save alcohol, in many instances, the last portion 
may be driven through with water, as when the drug contains 
alkaloids and is being exhausted with an acidified menstruum, 
or in other cases, such as sarsaparilla, cascara sagrada, hydrastis, 
etc., where water is as good a solvent as alcohol, the objection 
here being that the water dissolves undesirable properties, but 
this is overcome when the evaporated percolate has been added 
to the alcoholic or hydroalcoholic reserve percolate which pre-

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cipitates the gums, etc., which of course can be removed by fil- 
tration, as in fluidextract of triticum. 

For example, extract of gentian is made with water as a 
menstruum, while the fluidextract and tincture contain alcohol. 
Extract of cascara sagrada is made with about a twelve per- 
cent. alcoholic menstruum. 

As the pharmacopeeia gives formulas and directions for each 
individual fluidextract the remarks on those cited will be very 
brief. 

Fluidextract of Cascara Sagrada. 

Paying the highest market price for the bark this fluidextract 
was made at a cost of fifty cents a pound and, moreover, by 
actual tests of many physicians, was found to be more efficient 
than the highest priced ($2.25 a pound) and most widely used 
fluidextract of cascara sagrada. 


Aromatic Fluidextract of Cascara Sagrada. 

Before discussing the cost of making this fluidextract let me 
say that it is unlawful to dispense the numerous makes of this 
unless they are specified or unless they are of the formula of 
the United States Pharmacopeia. As many manufacturers set 
up standards of their own before the food and drugs act went 
into effect they are obliged to keep those standards or lose trade, 
so they brand their products with the title Cascara Aromatic, or 
with some similar title. 

The saving in money on this fluidextract is not so great as 
it costs about eighty cents a pound to make. A characteristic 
here is the great swelling or expansion of the drug, a pound re- 
quiring about a gallon percolator. 


Fluidextract of Ergot. 

This was made from high priced ergot (seventy cents a 
pound); but it is of pharmacopeeial strength and costs but a 
dollar and five cents to make, while the highest priced one costs 
two and a half dollars a pound. A suction pump was used in 
the preparation of this extract to facilitate evaporation, but this 
is not really necessary. 

Fluidextract of Sarsaparilla. 

\gain, let me utter a caution against using such compounds 
as Fluid Sarsaparilla Comp. for syrup. This fluidextract is used 
chiefly for making the compound syrup, costing to make about 
a dollar a pound, costing to buy about a dollar and twenty-five 
cents, 

Fluidextract of Hydrastis. 

This a fluidextract which is a paradox in name, because 1 Ce. 
does not represent 1 Gm. of drug, but a pound of the drug, 
assaying 214 percent., will yield twenty fluid ounces of fluid- 
In this instance the drug cost $3.30, the alcohol, 
ether, glycerin, water, heat, etc., ninety cents, making a totai of 
$4.20 for twenty fluid ounces, or costing $3.60 a pound, less than 
one-half of what some are listed at ($9.00). 

Had distillation been resorted to the saving in each case 
would have been greater, but with the exception ‘of ergot the 
evaporations were all carried out in open evaporating dishes. 
Just as the manufacturers can offer goods at better prices in 
larger

In conclusion, I wish to say that the fluid extracts mentioned 
were all made during regular business hours in 
crowded for space.

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NEW REMEDIES OF THE FIRST QUARTER OF 1909. 


In a review of the remedies introduced into medicine during 
the first three months of 1909, published in the Pharmazeutische 
Post for July 6, Dr. W. Gobling mentions the following: 

Athensa, an alcohol free Athenstidt’s tincture of iron, 
contains, like the oid tincture, 0.2 percent. of iron in the form 
of a light, absorbent, alkali free, iron saccharate. 

It does not resemble either 
in odor or taste the old Athenstédt’s tincture of iron.

Arthiyon is an antigonococcus serum, the discovery of a 
Dr. Briick, which has not been used to any extent as yet. 

Arsenical Preparations.—Two compounds of atoxyl are 
new—arsenophenylglycin and paraiodphenylarsenic acid. The 
latter compound is a stable body, soluble in alcohol, acetone and 
hot acetic acid. From this body is formed the diiodide of parai- 
odphenylarsenic acid. The sodium salt of arsenophenylglycin is 
one of the latest of the arsenical compounds to be proposed for 
use in the treatment of trypanosome infection. It forms a yellow 
powder which is readily soluble in water. Exposure to the air 
turns it a reddish brown color. 

Atoxyl Blaud capsules are, as the name implies, a com- 
bination of Blaud’s pill mass with atoxyl, which are recommended 
for use in the treatment of neurasthenia; each capsule contains 
three-quarters of a grain of atoxyl. 

Cariesan is the name given to tablets used in the treat- 
ment of dental caries. Proceeding on the theory that caries oi 
the teeth is caused by a lack of alkaline sulphocyanides in the 
saliva, cariesan tablets contain an alkaline sulphocyanide com- 
bined with diastase. One tablet is given in the morning and at 
midday, and two at night. 

Quinine atoxyl capsules contain in each, atoxyl, 0.0! 
gramme; quinine hydrochloride, 0.05 gramme; strychnine nitrate, 
0.0008 gramme; and Blaud’s pill mass, 0.03 gramme. 

Coryzol is an emulsion like mixture having as its active 
constituents formaldehyde and oil of eucalyptus. For use fifteen 
or twenty drops are placed on a | handkerchief and inhaled from 
time to time. 

Damiacitin is the name applied to pills containing extract 
of damiana, extract of mura-puama and ovo-lecithin, of each 
0.05 gramme; yohimbine hydrochloride, 0.002 gramme, combined 
with rhubarb and licorice. They are recommended for use in the 
treatment of sexual neurasthenia. 

Desalgin is a chloroform preparation in powder form for 
internal use. The chloroform is exhibited as an albumen com- 
pound, about 25 percent. of the drug being fixed in it. It is in- 
tended for use as an analgesic and anodyne in forms of colic. 

Ferroplasma is the name given to an organic form of iron 
obtained from the plant rumex crispus (yellow dock). The 
preparation is said to be readily absorbed in the system and not 
to cause constipation. 

Hordenine sulphate has been used with good results as a 
heart tonic. It is not so active as the drugs ordinarily used, 
such as digitalis, strophanthus, sparteine, and caffeine, but it has 
the advantage of being nonpoisonous and can be given in many 
cases as a substitute for the drugs named. Hordenine is also 
beneficial in overcoming constipation. 

Lactoform is a formaldehyde albumen compound which 
is made by acting on milk in a vacuum. It is used as an external 
application in rheumatism. 

Luesan is an albumen mercury compound put up in tablet 
form. Each tablet represents 0.0226 gramme of mercury. The 
preparation is said to be less poisonous than corrosive sublimate 
and less quickly absorbed into the system. 

Merochinol is the mercury salt of an oxychinoline sulpho acid 
which is recommended in syphilis, used by the mouth, hypoder 
mically, and by external application. 

Nesain is the name of an organic arsenic preparation, a 
compound of arsenic with protein. By its use it is possible it is 


said to introduce a larger quantity of arsenic into the system than 
is the case with the use of atoxyl. It is used hypodermically in 
the form of a Io percent. solution. 

Neuroton is a salicylate of spermanuclein which is said to 
be useful in all cases of lowering of the vitality. 

Pantopon is, as its name implies, a combination of all the 
alkaloids of opium combined in the form of a hydrochloride salt. 
One gramme of pantopon is taken to represent five grammes of 
opium, equalling 0.05 grammes of morphine plus 0.04 grammes 
of related alkaloids, the whole equalling 0.9 gramme of the total 
alkaloids of opium. It forms a brownish powder and dissolves 
to a clear brown soltition. The dose of pantopon is double that 
of morphine. 

Phenostal is a name given to a carbolic acid tablet previ 
ously described as a compound of phenol and oxalic acid. 

Syrgol is a new silver compound in which the silver ex- 
ists as a colloidal oxide. It forms dark brown, glistening, leaflike 
crystals, without odor, which dissolve slowly but completely in 
two parts of water. 
acids or albumen. It is soluble also in warm glycerin, but it 
is insoluble in ether, chloroform, or benzol. It is said to contain 
20 percent. of silver.

As to Criticism of Officers. 


Wilhelm Bodemann, of Chicago, is the author of a communica- 
tion to the Western Druggist which shows him at his best. His 
theme is the present day tendency among asociation men of 
deprecating any criticism of the officers of associations, and he 
scores stich timidity and subserviency in the most outspoken 
manner. But let his letter speak for itself: 

Lately the Hyde Park Improvement Association, of which I 
happen to be a director, issued a call for a general meeting in 
which it was stated that “Criticisms of your officers and direc- 
tors are invited. Don’t be afraid to file a kick.” While sitting 
in this meeting during the time routine reports were being read, 
1 began to compare this call with some of the associations in 
pharm: acy, and it occurred to me: Is criticism, exchange of op- 
posing views, a privilege, a duty, or “high treason.” To my way 
of thinking, it is a duty. Blind praise propagates rut, but lively 
exchange of opinion stimulates circulation. The cry of Revolu- 
tionary days, “My country, right or wrong,” is full of cowardice 
and bigotry. Lincoln loved his country. Had he followed this 
campaign cry, slavery would not have been abolished, for slavery 
was a constitutionally recognized institution of his country. 
George Washington loved his country and wen he started up 
in business as a savior of his country, his country was England. 
Did he, under all circumstances, “support it and the officers of 
his country.” History records that he got into a few decidedly 
unpleasant scraps with his tountry and that’s why there is a 
monument 500 feet high, built in Washington, D. C., so that 
everybody can see what it means to have an opinion. “Patriot- 
ism,” s says Burke, “is the last refuge of a scoundrel.” Not to 
oppose, honestly, what seems wrong, is neglect of real patriotic 
duty, and not the nickel plated patriotism that yells for the flag 
when necessary to cover up wrongdoings. I believe a healthy 
diet demands healthy exercise of individual judgment and I do 
hold that all true, loyal members of pharmaceutical associations 
should support their officers when their officers merit support, 
and oppose them when they forfeit support. The day of parrot- 
like orthodoxy is gone; everybody does his own thinking, and I 
say, “My country, if right. uphold her—if wrong, put her right.” 
That’s duty; blind servitude is cowardice and begets wrong in 
the name of loyalty. Blind following of false gods leads to 
idolatry and is an insult to courageous manhood. 


The Dangers of Wireless Telegraphy. 


A French naval surgeon, Dr. P. Belile, has observed facts 
which he thinks warrant him in attributing certain morbid con- 
ditions to over-exposure to the electrical waves emploved in 
wireless telegraphy. For the most part they have affected th: 
eye, generally in the form of conjunctivitis, though in one in 
stance there was keratitis. Eczema, too, has heen observed, ard 
the author thinks that many cases of neurasthenia are attribut 
abie to the current. He recommends that operators be pro 
vided with blue or vellow spectacles.

How May a Discolored Petrolatum Be Bleached? V. y 
M.- Regarding the bleaching of petrolatum, we do not think 1 
would be feasible for you to undertake the work. The method 
of purifying the best grades of petrolatum is to simply filter it 
through heated bone black. There are methods of bleaching 
petrolatum by means of sulphuric acid, but these are not to be 
recommended, as it is impossible to remove the last traces of 
acid from the bleached product, and changes in the constitution 


of the petrolatum result.

toes, may be made as follows

The latest method of ridding a room of 
flies and mosquitoes is to expose a slightly sweetened ten per 
cent. solution of formaldehyde in’ saucers placed about the 
room. 

The Sale of Cigars on Sunday. W. |]. | 
concerning the right of a druggist to sell cigars on Sunday as

a drug. In the United States the question of regulating the sale 
of cigars on Sunday is a local one attended to by the respective 
communities or states. While tobacco may be sold in drug 
stores in the state of New York without let or hindrance, it is 
different in Pennsylvania, or in certain parts of that state, 
where the sale of cigars, or even soda water, is prohibited on 
Sunday There is no general law bearing on the subject, and 
as we have said, each state regulates this matter to suit itself 
As a general thing we may say that in the majority of towns 
and cities throughout the Union, Sunday restriction of sales of 
cigars does not exist We should advise a careful search of 
the local ordinances to determine the question as to your city 

An .Odd Request from Florida—Wanted, a Fish Poison. 
A reader of Tne American Druccisr situated in a remote part 
of Florida sends so peculiar a communication requesting infor 
mation, that we publish it in full: 

“T want to try an experiment and ask you to give me the 
name of a manufacturing firm who can prepare the items 
needed. In some parts of the world certain weeds and bushes 
are bruised up and thrown into ponds and streams to dope the 


fish, It seems the sap of the weeds or bushes dope and some 
tunes kill the fish, but does not injure the flesh for food. It 
acts on the fish through its gills and a very small solution 1s 
necessary. Now, | reason that it might have the same effect if 
swallowed by the fish as soon as passed into the blood circula 
tion. Tam told a weed in South Georgia, called “devil’s shoe 
string,” has the doping properties when thrown into the water 
Now why not put a preparation of this product on the market 
ina waterproof tablet that will digest in the fish’s stomach and 
do the doping act ell me of a firm who could get this up 
and put in on the market, giving me the sale of it in Florida.” 


The plant our querist has in mind is not “devil's shoe-string,” 


hut a similar species of Cracea. Two species of Cracca are re 
puted to have nareotic properties and are used as a fish poison. 
the Cracea piscatoria, which is used to stupefy fish in the isl 
ands of the Pacific, and the Surinam poison, the Cracca tox 
caria, a native of Africa which grows in the West Indies. The 
entire fruits of Coceulus indicus have been used to stupefy fish, 
heing thrown into the water for that purpose. But the use of 
these poisons is unlawful in most states and it is extremely 
unlikely that any manufacturing firm could be induced to take 
up the manufacture of a preparation of them for the purpose

The Labeling of Preparations Under the Food and Drugs 
Act. From time to time we get inquiries from subscribers 
regarding the proper method of stating the quantities or propor 
tions of the drugs designated in the food and drugs act reg 
ulations to be printed on the label. Notwithstanding the atten 
tion we have paid to this subject, and the numerous rephes that 
have been printed, we still continue to be asked for information 
regarding points that either do not seem to be covered by the 
law, or which the Jaw or the regulations do not make sufheiently 
clear. One case in point is that of a manufacturer of headache 
tablets containing acetanilide. ‘This manufacturer in) common 
with many others who make similar articles has been indicating 
the amount of the proscribed drug in terms of quantity per 
tablet, and in order to avoid giving the consumer the impres 
sion that the tablet contained nothing but acetanilide, the quali 
fying statement was made that the acetanilide was combined 
with other, remedial drugs. It seemed to us that the spirit of 
the law would be observed by stating the amount of proscribed 
drugs in terms per tablet, pill, powder, or whatever form the 
individual dose might take, together with the explanation that 
other ingredients besides the particular drug named were com 
bined in the remedy, and an effort was made to get a ruling from 
the Board of Food and Drug Inspeetion covering these pots, 
the entire subject being minutely discussed in a letter to the 
board. The reply was not satisfactory, and leaves the matter as 
it stood before. Subjoined is the text of the board's reply, 
which is signed by H. W. Wiley, chairman 

“Your favor of July 12 at hand, and in reply we enclose 
Circular No, 21, containing the Food and Drugs Act, June 30, 
1906, and rules and regulations for its enforcement, and invite 
vour attention especially to Regulation 30, which provides that 
the quantity or proportion of the substances enumerated in 
Section 8 of the Act and their derivatives and preparations, 
other than alcohol, shall be expressed upon the label in grains 
or minims to the ounce or fluid ounce. In addition the custom 
of stating the quantity of each of these substances contained in 
each tablet, pill or powder should be adhered to.

Lessons in Retail Selling. 


Phe Saturday Evening Post for July to contains a most in 
teresting and sugvestive article on “Trust Methods for Retail 
ers” based on a study of the methods pursued by George J 
Whelan, president of the United Cigar Stores Company, whiel 
every retailer would do well to study 

It seems that every elerk of the company is required to have 


read ao manual whieh contains instructions and lessons in retail 


elling, The keynote of this manual is struck in the following 
“Pevery salesman must always bear ino mind that) inereased 


earnings for himself ean only come with increased business, and 
increased business can only come by increasing the number of 
customers for his store, and the only way ever discovered for 
increasing the mumber of customers for a store is to please 
every customer so well that he will come again and bring his 
friends. This is the sum and substance of salesmanship.” 

Here are some of the rules about making change 

“Salesmen must, on receipt of money from customers, call 
oul the denomination of the bill or coin received and the amount 
of the purchase This will usually obviate mistakes as to the 
amount to be deducted and the money in hand 
“Eespecial eare should be taken i making change from bills 
of large denomination, such as five dollars and upward, inas 
much as most Claims of ‘short change’ arise from these cases. 
Remember that when these chums are made suspicion always 
rests agamst the store and the salesman 

“Change must be handed to the customer, or should the cus 
tomers hands be engaged it must be placed on the mat im front 
ot him Never lay change on the showease.” 

\nother piece of advice which would hold good im any bust 
ness is this: 

“Customers i asking tor brands of cigars, tobacea or other 


articles, particularly those bearing foreign labels, offer mispro 


nounce these names, Salesmen are cautioned against correcting 
these mistake unless asked to do so, and then they should be 
ure they are right.

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J.D. PARK & SONS NOW DEMAND $3,500,000 DAMAGES 





Reopen Old Suit Agatnst Members of the Natlonal Wholesale 
Drugegists’ Assocation, Alleging that They Constitute a Com- 
bination in Restralot of Trade. by Obtatning from Justice 
Blanchard an Order Permitting Them to File a Supplemental 
Complaint Multiplying Original Damages by Seven. 


After lapsing into a state of innocuous desuetude and remain 
ing MW a semi-comatose condition for several years, the litiga 
tion begun by J.D. Park & Sons, wholesale druggists, of Cin 
cinnati, O., against members of the National Wholesale Drug 
gists’ Association, alleging that this organization constitutes a 
combination in restraint of trade, has re-opened. The resump 
tion of the suit was effected on July 13, when Supreme Court 
Justice Blanchard’ signed an order permitting J. D. Park & 
Sons to file a supplementary complaint in) which the original 
damages of $500,000 demanded from members of the N. W 
1). A. have been increased to $3,500,000, J. Do Park & Sons 
asked permission to file this supplemental complaint in order to 
set forth more fully the acts of the N. W. DD. A. members and 
the injury which this firm alieges it has sustained, 

That the suit should have been re-opened after the lapse of 
so many years is considered astonishing by several of the de 
fendants, among whom Schieffelin & Co., Bruen, Ritchey & Co., 
the Charles N. Crittenton Company, Lehn & Fink, C. W. Littell 
& Co, George Ro Hubbard, C. W. Snow & Co., and the Coflin 
Reddington Company, as it was supposed that the litigation 
had been abandoned. The defendants also are annoyed at this 
resumption of the suit as they have made no effort to preserve 
evidence and because deaths, disappearance of witnesses and 
losses of documents have occurred in many instances since the 
original suit was begun 

he defendants asked Supreme Court Justice TPruax last 
November to Uismiss the case on the ground that it had not 
been prosecuted for several years and set forth the fact that the 
case had been virtually abandoned in’ 1903 when the Court of 
Appeals ruled against J. D. Park & Sons in sustaining a de 
murrer to their complaint. Counsel for J. DD. Park & Sons, 
however, maintained on that oecasion and now assert that the 
case never was abandoned but only suspended, and Justice 
Blanchard has decided that the suit still is on the calendar 

Several of the defendant firms named in the sumt when the 
litigation oripinally was brought into the courts have been dis 
solved since then and only the eight houses mentioned above 
still are in existence as going concerns 

J.D. Park & Sons determine the $3,500,000 of damages which 
they are secking to recover from the defendants as follows 
$50,000 for lost profit on the sale of goods made by themselves, 
$250,000 for lost profit on other proprietary goods; $250,000 tor 
heing compelled to purchase proprietary goods in constant de 
mand without rebate, discount or other allowance; $100,000. for 
lost profit on specific orders in addition to those mentioned 
above; $1,500,000 because the plaintiffs’ customers left them in 
whole or in’ part beeause they believed that they would be 
blacklisted and subjected to annoyance, opprobrium and loss of 
credit if they dealt with the plaintiffs; $300,000 as the amount 
which the phauntiffs’ business would have increased had it not 
been for the alleged combination, and $500,000 for exemplary 
and punitive damages “by reason of the wilful and maticiou 
character of the combination, conspiracy and agreement of the 
wholesale and jobbing druggists.” 

A memorandum recently submitted to the court by Norman 
B. Beecher, of the law firm of Robinson, Biddle & Benedict, 
counsel for the defendants, states that the present action was 
suspended from 1897 to 1907 pending a decision by the Court of 
Appeals on an injunction asked for by the plaintiffs and, until 
last year, pending the determination of the general injunction 
proceedings brought against the National Wholesale Druggists’ 
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\ssociation by the federal government which resulted in a stip 
ulation by the association that it would abandon the agreements 
after enforcing them for 1&8 years 

\ilidavits explaining that it was presumed the suit had been 
abandoned and that no effort has been made to preserve evi 
dence or to keep in touch with the whereabouts of witnesses 
also were submitted to Supreme Court Justice Blanchard, when 
J. DD. Park & Sons asked permission to file their supplemental 
complaint in which the original alleged damages were increased 
sevenfold, by Dr, William Jay Schieffelin and other members 
of the defendant firms, but Justice Blanchard decided to grant 
the application of the plaintiffs, who were represented by former 
Justice Alton B. Parkes 

Doctor Selueffelin, Albert Plaut, of Lehn & Fink, and numer 
ous other members of the defendant companies deeline to dis 
cuss the merits of the suit and their counsel is equally reticent 
on this subject, maintaming that, he desires to have the litiga- 
tior decided by the courts and not to thrash i out in the press 
It is thought in many quarters of the wholesale and manufae- 
turing drug trade that Justice Blanchard’s decision granting the 
application of J. D. Park & Sons for permission to file their 
supplemental complaint, which magnifies their alleged damages, 
will be reversed by the Appellate Division of the Supreme Court 
or by the Court of Appeals, to which tribunals the defendants 
infend to carry it within the near future 


Hints for Salesmen, 


From an article on “Trust Methods for Retailers” by Isaac

Look the customer straight in the eye when you address him 
Show him that he is your sole concern for the time bemp. Be 
most careful about trying to persuade a customer to take some 
thing in place of that for which he inquires. A customer ask- 
ing for something not in stock should never be told in so many 
Cut out that 


words that there is a substitute “just as good 
phrase. larnestly recommend as possibly acceptable whatever 
you think wall satisfy, but leave the impression always that the 
customer better knows what he wants than you do 

Know your stock as you know your way home 

Try to remember just what your customer wants. tle will 
appreciate the fact that his preferences are kept in mind. 

\ salesman’s friends should be the store’s friends 

light dust. It is the microbe of laziness 

Read the trade journals at home and keep yourself posted 
in the details of your business. A man who succeeds in this or 
any other business is the man who realizes that he does not 
know it all, but takes advantage of every opportunity to acquire 
useful information, 

Step forward to meet your customer, Never make him come 
to you 

Never ask a customer to follow you to another part of the 
store to see anything for which he has inquired or which you 
have suggested showing him. Bring the article to him and make 
him feel perfectly aware that this is what you are there for 

In showing goods endeavor to make your customer take in 
his own hands the article you wish to sell. You will find it 
easier to make the sale than if you kept possession of it 

In using individual wrappers or compartment bags do not 
open them hy raising them to the lips; use a lead-pencil if ne- 
cessary. Do not handle goods with your fingers any more than 
is necessary. People do not want goods they put in their mouth 
pawed over, 

Talk with your customer, not at or to him. The pleasanter 
you look, the pleasanter you will be. Treat him as you would 
like to be treated and keep thinking what he will say when he 
gets out of the store. Use the word “we” in talking about the 
business, because you are we. 
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FRENCH RETAIL PHAR/JAACISTS CO-OPERATE FOR 
PURCHASING AND MANUFACTURING 
PURPOSES. 





The N. A. R. D. of France—Local Experiments Made and a 
National Organization Proposed. 


(From our Paris Correspondent.) 

Paris, July 14, 1000.-The proposition to form a “Commet 
cial Annex” to the General Association of French Pharmacists 
has aroused much interest in pharmaceutical circles 

The General Association (or, to give it its subsidiary and 
more accurate title, the Union of French Pharmaceutical Socie 
ties) centralizes and combines the moral and financial forces ot 
some seventy local societies and may be roughly deseribed as the 
Krench equivalent to the N, A. R. D. 

Several schemes of material service to pharmacists in gen 
eral have from time to time been organized by the “G. A. the 
Disciplinary Committee which prosecutes outsiders practising 
pharmacy, and even proceeds against black sheep inside the fold 
itself who persistently disregard its paternal warnings; the 
Mutual Assurance Against Pecumary Responsibilities of Accidents 
in Dispensing: the Price Protection Committee which brings rr 
tailers and manufacturers into constant conference, ete, etc. It 
not always so thorough and sweeping in their character as thy 
retailer could desire, these attempts to reform and uplift. the 
profession have usually been steadily and prudently carried out 
It is therefore in the nature of things that when any wid 
scheme for the betterment of retail pharmacy is proposed phat 
macists should look to the “G. A.” for moral and, if necessary, 


financial support 


Che Advantages of Co-operative Buying 

have been foreed upon the attention of retailers by the pra 
tices of the “commercial pharmacies.” ‘These vast establish 
ments not only possess large capital, but are systematically 
grouped for purchasing purposes They can thus make con 
tracts with wholesale houses for a very large quantity of each 
drug, medicament or accessory; secure the lowest market pric 
and deliver to their individual adherents, who are thus enabled 
to undersell the little independent retailer 

Incited to action by this state of things, several local socie 
fies now group the individual needs of their members (or at 
least such members as care to join in the scheme). To cite an 
illustration, the Beziers pharmacists, by thus joining forces, 
were able to make a contract im 1907 for three tons of absorbent 
cotton, to be delivered (in monthly lots; within the current 
year) to the doors of the members, They thus obtained it at 
the price of 2 frances per kilo (say, twenty cents per pound) 
The following year this price was raised two cents per kilo; but 
careful inquiry elicited the fact that the same manufacturer 
was supplying the article to the “Commercial Pharmacies’ Syn 
dicate” at 1 france 90, or four cents a kilo (two cents per pound) 
cheaper than the price he asked from the Beziers retailers. [lis 
reason was simple and logical enough, the Commercial Pharma 
cies bought in twenty-five-ton lots instead of the three-ton lots 
of the retailers! 

Co-operative Manufacturing, 

as well as co-operative buying, has also been commenced by 
some French societies. The Savoy Society formed their “Galen 
ical Society” in 1903; the association of two neighboring dk 
partments (Ain and Isére) joined them a little later. They now 
number 160 members, of whom 100 buy regularly, and 100,000 
various galenical articles were sold within the last three years 

The “South Eastern Scientific Society” may also be cited 


'The “Federation” is a group of several local socicties or “syndicates.” 
These latter Croughly speaking) each represent a town or department 
(Tordeaux, Velfoert, Aim, ete.d: while the “Federation” includes ai large: 
district, Normandy or Gascony, or all the eastern or southeastern portion 
of Fran 
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Chis company was formed in 18908, $20 shares being issued ex 
clusively to members of the South Eastern Federation; and has 
now 220 members. The pharmaceuticals and proprictary arti 
cles are manufactured at Montpellier in’ its own laboratories, 
and the shareholders clect an Administrative Council, ‘This 
council draws up a list of articles to be placed on the market, 
prices, ete., but its action is simply initiative, all actual decisions 
being taken at the general meetings of shareholders, who have 
the right to accept or to modify any proposal made by the coun 
cil The articles, which bear the society’s trade mark, are cold 
in the open market, but the maximum discount 1s reserved to 


the shareholders. 
The Giant Scheme 


now proposed by M. Fortuné is that all these smal! local efforts 
shall be merged into a vast central undertaking under the wgis 
of the General Association.

M. Fortuné did not conceal his idea of attacking articles of 
which the prices are not protected or are insufliciently protected 
articles similar to these—but guaranteed and distinguished by 
the trade-mark which their great central organization must 
necessarily adopt,—would be put in the market speedily and 
pushed. Advertising among members of the medical profession 
might be undertaken, All this would tend to advance price pro 
tection and consequently the commercial prosperity and general 
public consideration of the pharmacist. The system of order 
grouping on the other hand would enable them to out-bid the 
largest commercial pharmacy unions in point of quantity and 
thus finally foree the cutting fraternity into the fold of price 
protection 

Other articles which might be periodically purchased in com 
mon and possibly prepared under the patronage of their assoc 
tion, would include chemicals, drugs and mineral waters. Othe:

The Drawback on Alcohol—-Possibility of Confusion on Medicinal 
Preparations—Soda Fountain Drinks Will Come Next—Facti- 
tious Mineral Water Condemned. 


(From our Regular Correspondent.) 

Washington, July 20.--Strong representations have — been 
made to senators acting for the tariff conference committee dur 
ing the past week for the purpose of securing trom the tari 
conferees action designed to alter the drawback provistons at 
fecting goods made up with tax-paid domestic aleohol and then 
exported, in such a way as to allow a drawback equal to the 
value of the domestic tax-paid alcohol thus used. It has been 
represented that under the present law, and, should the legis 
lation be preserved, under the forthcoming tariff, the drawback 
provisions favor the manufacturer of drugs and medicines who 
puts up his goods with the use of imported tariff-paid aleoho! 
rather than with domestic alcohol. ‘The desire is that the two 
classes of alcohol shall be placed upon a similar basis so fat 


as drawbacks are concerned 


Duty on Medicinal Preparations.

for in this section, and whether on the dutiable list or the free 
list, if containing alcohol, or in the preparation of which alcohol 
is used, or af imported in capsules, pills, tablets, lozenge 
troches, or similar forms, or if ready for the use of the apoth 
cary or the physician, or requiring only a solvent or a diluent 
to be ready for such use, shall be dutiable at not less than the 


rate or rates imposed by this section on medicinal preparations 


This has been regarded as possibly involving the danger o 
making medicinal preparations in which alcohol is used dutiable 
under the proviso of paragraph 63, instead of under their own 


proper classifications. The provision in question was dropped 


out by the Senate, but there has been strong effort on the part 
of the Tlouse conferees to secure its restoration. Changes in 
this same paragraph necessitated by the passage of the de 
natured alcohol law have likewise been asked for, it being the 
contention that compensatory duties on medicines in whieh d 
natured aleonol can be employed, intended to offset the internal 
revenue taxes, are no longer necessary, owimp to the fact that 
where denatured alcohol is used no internal revenue tax is paid, 
so that the domestic manufacturer is to that extent relieved of 
the need for compensating rates. The problem of getting around 
these difficulties in the wording of the bill is considerable, but 
iis stated that the requests laid before the committee will be 
given favorable consideration 


After Soda Fountain Drinks. 


The Bureau of Chemistry in the Department of Agriculture 
has entered upon a more vigorous campaign for the purpose of 
hringing to justice makers who prepare soda fountain drinks 
with an element of cocaine contained therein. It is stated by 
ofheers of the Bureau that a very large number of such drink 
more or fess tinectured with the drug are being found by the 
investigations of the Bureau agents, and in such cases suits are 
heing instituted. This part of the work of the Board of Food 
ind Drug Inspection seems to have the united support of all 
members of the Board and is likely to be prosecuted with an 
increasing degree of energy CVhus far the Bureau has declined 
to give out an official list of the drinks that are found to con 
tain cocaine, preferring to develop the names of the preparations 
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and of those who sell them in the course of the prosecutions. 
It is expected, however, that before long a series of notices 
of judgment convictions, etc., will be ready for publication and 
special pains will be taken to distribute these widely to the 
drug trade, and to retail druggists especially. The Bureau some 
time ago published its preliminary studies on this subject in the 
report of the President’s “Homes Commission,” where methods 
of making and retailing the objectionable drinks in question was 
discussed with particular reference to the District of Columbia. 
This matter was not brought out at that time by vote of the 
Board of Food and Drug Inspection, but was supplied to the 
Homes Commission on the authority of the Bureau of Chem- 
istry solely—of course at the request of the commission. The 
interest of the Board has increased somewhat since that time. 


Artificial Mineral Water Must Not Masquerade as Natural. 

Notice of judgment Neo. 78 for the misbranding of water 
has been issued by the Board of Food and Drug Inspection. In 
this, the Charles Meisezahl Manufacturing Company of New 
York City was found guilty of misbranding supposedly imported 
medicinal water. The bottles bore on the labels the legend 
“Reichs Quellen Gesellschaft. An invaluable remedy for rheu- 
matism. Weisbaden. Europa, Asien, America, Australien, Sel- 
ters Wasser. Charles Meisezahl sole agent for the United 
States,” whereas the water was manufactured with certain medi- 
caments artificially in New York City. This is regarded as an 
important decision because of its general bearing upon waters 
of this description manutactured in the same way. 


An American Exposition in Berlin Next Year. 


Announcement is made that an American exposition will be 
held in the city of Berlin, Germany, during April, May and 
June, 1910. The Exposition Palace near the Zoological Gar- 
den has been engaged for the exhibit. The call for the ex- 
hibition is signed by thirty-six of the leading men in commer- 
cial life, including John Jacob Astor, John Wanamaker, Louis 
C. Tiffany, Dr. George I. Kunz, J. Edward Simmons and Lud- 
wig Nissen of New York; T. W. Brown, George W. Eddy, 
Bernard J. Rothwell and Henry M. Whitney, of Boston; Han 
ford Lewis and James E. Smith and men of like standing else- 
where. 

The American exposition is intended to educate the Euro- 
pean. especially the German population, to the importance and 
excellence of American manufactured products, and thus to 
strengthen the existing cordial relations and to stimulate trade 
between the two countries. 

The German committee will advertise the exposition exten- 
sively throughout the German Empire and elsewhere by means 
of posters, announcements in railways cars and in the daily 
press. They will cooperate with American manufacturers and 
exporters in every way to popularize and exploit American prod- 
ucts in this large and lucrative market. 

lhe exhibits will be limited to articles of proven merit, and 
in order to make the exposition of the greatest possible perma- 
nent benefit to both nations the American advisory committee is 
desirous of having prominent American firms represented in 
every line. To encourage prospective exhibitors to this end, ex- 
ceptional facilities will be offered them, as mentioned on the 
following pages.

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SAYS THERE IS NO BOARD OF PHARMACY IN NEW 
YORK STATE. 





Assemblyman Robert S. Conklin Asserts that Existence of Presen 
Board Is Not Recognized by the State—Originally Seeking to 
Oust Dr. Anderson from Office, Retail Druggists’ Protective 
Association Now Plans to Oust Entire Board. 





In the belief that the election of Dr. William C. Anderson to 
membership in the eastern branch of the New York State Board 
of Pharmacy in the Brooklyn College of Pharmacy last month, 
was accomplished fraudulently, through the voting of a large 
number of members of an organization known as the Inter- 
borough Pharmaceutical Association, which they characterize as 
a “fake” organization existing only on paper, and through the 
connivance of the election officials on that occasion, members 
of the Retail Druggists’ Protective Association, including many 
druggists in Brooklyn, sought recently the advice of their coun- 
sel, Assemblyman Robert S. Conklin, with a view to ousting 
Doctor Anderson from this office. They originaily intended to 
accomplish this result by instituting quo warranto proceedings in 
behalf of William T. Creagan, a Brooklyn pharmacist whose 
candidacy they supported during the campaign, and thereby test 
the title of Doctor Anderson's title or to begin certiorari pro- 
ceedings to review the action of the election officials in per- 
mitting the voting of members of the Interborough Pharmaceu- 
tical Association and in declaring Doctor Anderson elected. 

To their surprise, however, Mr. Conklin has given it as his 
opinion that neither quo warranto nor certiorari proceedings cat 
be instituted for the simple reason that the election officials had 
no authority to act at the election at all and that neither Doctor 
\nderson nor any member of the New York State Board of 
Pharmacy for the eastern section has any title to office. Mr. 
Conklin also maintains in his opinion to the association that 
“the gentlemen who at present represent themselves as constitut- 
ing the State Board of Pharmacy for the eastern section are 
nothing more nor less than a body of private citizens who pre- 
tend to the possession of an official status and collect fees under 
such pretense.” 


Supported by the Attorney General. 


Mr. Conklin also states that he has conferred with Attorney 
General O’Malley and Governor Hughes on this subject and 
that the former agrees with him, while the chief executive of 
the state is considering “this remarkable state of affairs.” Mr. 
Conklin concludes his opinion with the remark that, in his opin- 
ion, the State Board of Pharmacy has no authority to collect a 
single dollar as a fine or penalty and that it is a question as to 
whether it would not be an offense for it to receive any money 
as a registration fee. He adds that the board has no power 
to hold examinations or to issue any licenses to practice phar- 
macy. _In other words, Mr. Conklin expresses the belief that 
there now is no legally authorized governing or supervising 
pharmaceutical body in New York State and that prompt action 
by the next legislature will be necessary in order that laws 
governing the practice of pharmacy may be enforced and licenses 
issued. 

Acting upon the suggestions contained in Mr. Conklin’s opin- 
ion, the members of the Retail Druggists’ Protective Associa- 
tion are planning to make a direct appeal to Governor Hughes 
to declare the present State Board of Pharmacy an illegally 
constituted body and to take active steps toward effecting the 
passage by the legisiature of some duly authorized commission 
to govern and supervise the practice of pharmacy in New York 
state. It is believed that Governor Hughes already intends to 
arrange for the introduction into the legislature next January 
of a bill providing that the examinations for licensed pharma- 
cists shall be conducted by the State Department of Education 
or State Board of Regents and that the punitive powers shall be 
vested in the State Department of Health. 
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The text of Mr. Conklin’s opinion follows: 


To the Retail Druggists’ Protective Association: 

* GENTLEMEN,—I have received your communication in reference to the 
recent election for member of the New York State Board of Pharmacy, 
held in Brooklyn, and have given careful consideration to the protests 
which you make against the conduct of the election officials and the ad- 
mission of the members of the Interborough Pharmaceutical Association ty 
vote. In accordance with your request for my opinion as to your rights 
in the matter, I submit the following: 

Apart from all other considerations, it would seem that, if the facts 
are as you state them and that some one hundred and fifty members of 
the Interborough Pharmaceutical Association were permitted to vote, that 
this. in itself, would be sufficient ground on which to base a contesi 
against the admission of Dr. William C. Anderson to membership in the 
New York State Board of Pharmacy. I do not believe that any court 
would so construe the law as to find in it warrant for the voting ot 
such “fake”? associations as this. It surely could not have been the in 
tention of the legislature which enacted this section to include under the 
term “associations” organizations which existed on paper only and whose 
members had no cognizance of their status as members until they receive: 
from some mysterious source cards which permitted them to participate 
in the elections of members to the New York State Board of Pharmacy. 
It is amazing that men of such high character as Dr. Anderson would 
tolerate such disgraceful proceedings. 

Apart from this, however, I find the law governing elections curiously 
indefinite. Subdivisions 3 and 4 of Section 230 of Article 2 of the Public 
Health Law provides that there shall be elections of members of the 
New York State Board of Pharmacy in the eastern section and that such 
elections shall be by the vote of members of an incorporated pharma 
ceutical association: further, that the New York State Board of Pharmacy 
shall designate a day in June at which the election shall be held and 
shall give fifteen days’ notice of the time and place to the associations, but 
I cannot find, after the most careful investigation, that the members of 
the Board of Pharmacy hold office by virtue of any other claim than their 
own upsupported assertion that they were elected to the same. 

Neither in these subdivisions or anywhere ‘else in the statute law of 
the state that I can find is there any other provision governing the elec- 
tion of members of the New York State Board of Pharmacy. It has, as 
I understand it, been the custom of the New York State Board of Phar- 
macy to appoint a board of election, inspecters, tellers and poll clerks, 
and a board of canvassers to announce the result of the election. There 
is no warrant for such action by the Board of Pharmacy. These election 
officials who have heretofore officiated have no more standing than would 
any other private citizens. Their decision as to who are or who are not 
entitled to vote is binding upon no one; their declarations of the result 
of ar election have no force or effect. 

It seems, therefore, that it is not possible to bring quo warranto 
proceedings in behalf of William T. Creagan to test the title of Dr. 
Anderson’s office because there is no title. There are no election officials 
who have the authority to declare the result of an election or who have 
the authority to confer any title and quo warranto proceedings can only 
be brought to test the title of an office. 

There can be no certiorari proceedings because certiorari proceedings 
can only be brought to review proceedings of some board which by law 
is given power to act. There is no such board in existence in this case. 
It therefore appears that neither Dr. Anderson nor any member of the 
State Board of Pharmacy for the eastern section at least has any title 
to his office and the gentlemen who at present represent themselves as 
constituting the State Board of Pharmacy for this section are nothing 
more nor less than a body of private citizens who pretend to the posses- 
sion of an official status and collect fees-under such pretence. 

am aware that this will seem at first an amazing situation. I admit 
that it is remarkable that it should have continued for some eight or nine 
years, but I have taken this matter up with New York State Attorney 
General O’Malley and he agrees with me that the law is astoundingly 
inadequate and indefinite and he has as yet been unable to find any 
grounds for dissent from the construction which I have placed upon it. 
He is now looking into the matter and we will shortly confer and deter- 
mine upon some course of action. I have also called the matter to the 
attention of Governor Hughes and have received notice from him that he 
is considering this remarkable state of affairs. 

The law does not declare what shall be “an incorporated pharma- 
ceutical association.”” It does not even provide that the election shall be 
by a majority vote and, so far as appears, the Board of Pharmacy might 
make rules and regulations requiring a unanimous vote rather than a 
majority vote of the members of the pharmaceutical associations and, 1 
the absence of any new election, perpetuate themselves in office forever. 

To my mind, the Board of Pharmacy has no authority to collect 1 
single dollar as a fine or penalty. It has no power to collect and it is 
a question whether it would not be an offense for it to receive any money 
as a registration fee and it has no power to hold examinations or to 
issue any license to practice pharmacy. If I am correct, it will be 
apparent that it is unfortunate that the representatives of the New York 
State Pharmaceutical Association opposed any legislation at Albany last 
winter in order that the present Board of Pharmacy might be continued in 
control of vharmaceutical affairs, and it is very apparent that prompt 
action by the next legislature will be necessary in order that the laws 
governing the practice of pharmacy may be enforced and licenses issued 
to those desiring to practice or to those who are now practicing under 
what they believe to be valid licenses from the present Board of Pharmacy.

Imitation of the Trade Name Phenol Sodique Per- 
petually Enjoined by the United States Court. 


A perpetual injunction preventing further imitation of th 
trade mark Phenol Sodique, owned by Hance Brothers & White 
has just been granted by Judge Bradford, in the United States 
Circuit Court for the District of Delaware. The offending 
preparation was sold by the Standard Drug and Chemical Com 
pany under the name Phenola, and it appeared that in other 
ways the defendant had endeavored to imitate the label of 
the genuine article. 

The perpetual injunction was granted upon the application 
of Hance Brothers & White, manufacturers and owners of 
Phenol Sodique, and restrains the Standard Drug and Chemical 
Company from “reproducing, copying counterfeiting or imi 
tating the trade mark Phenol Sodique, or affixing the same to 
liquid hemostatic and antiseptic remedies, or to labels, signs, 
prints, packages or receptacles intended to be used in connec.ion 
with the sale of the same, or from advertising in circulars or 
otherwise any such goods under the name ‘Phenola,’ or from 
disseminating advertising matter containing such material.’ This 
injunction, taken in connection with the reputation of Phenol 
Sodique and its general use, will give to this action of the court 

public and trade interest, and the decree will doubtless prove 
a salutary deterrent in preventing further infringement upon the 
exclusive rights of the manufacturing complainant.

W. J. M. Gorpon. 

W. J. M. Gordon died at his home in Mount Airy, near Cin- 
cinnati, recently at the age of eighty-four, leaving a widow, a 
son and three daughters. Mr Gordon was born on December 25, 
1825, in Somerset County, Md. At an early age he removed to 
Baltimore and entered the retail drug store of his cousin, Dr 
J. W. W. Gordon, where he learned much practically, as Doctor 
Gordon was a skilled and conscientious pharmacist, preparing 
many chemicals as well as galenicals. There being no college 
of pharmacy in Baltimore at that time, Mr. Gordon studied 
chemistry under Professor Aiken at the Medical College of the 
University of Maryland. 

In 1848 he removed to Cincinnati and opened a drug score 
where he continued for seventeen years in the practice of phar- 
macy. He soon became widely known, and his store was 
relied upon by the medical profession for new articles. For 
some vears while in the drug business he carried on a manu- 
facturing department connected with his store. Finally finding

from the demand upon him that he could not work to advan- 
tage in the store he occupied, he opened a small laboratory in 
connection with Prof. E. S. Wayne in which he commenced the 
manufacture of things he had been making in a smaller way 
\fter a few months Professor Wayne withdrew 
to enter into the manufacture of oil from coal which was then 
being developed. 

In his store and in his laboratory his knowledge of chem- 
istry enabled Mr. Gordon to manufacture new articles, and rare 


in his store 


chemicals, and other preparations, as soon as they were brought 
to notice, and were desired by physicians. His business con- 
tinued to increase, until he found it advantageous to enter into 
manufacturing in a large way. All the glycerin sold in this 
country at the time was made in Philadelphia from the waste 
in producing lead plaster, by plaster manufacturers of that city, 
where at that time all the adhesive and other plasters were man- 
ufactured. This product, of course, was very crude, containing 
lead and other impurities. No means of purifying it was then 
known that could be adapted to produce an article fitted for 
medicinal purposes, but there was no demard of any importance. 
consequently the production was very small, and necessarily so 
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from the source that it was obtained. Cincinnati contained 
nearly all the stearic acid candle factories of the country at 
that time and a large quantity of glycerin was made in the 
production of oleic and stearic acids, the glycerir or “sweet 
water” as it was called, was then a waste product and thrown 
away. This led Mr. Gordon to take up the production and re- 
fining of this article obtained from this source. For a con- 
siderable length of time the demand was very small, but it finally 
became an article of very great importance for a multiplicity of 
purposes. 

The article as first produced was contaminated with fatty 
acids, and other impurities, so as to make it entirely unfitted for 
such purposes as it is now used, while now from the methods 
of production it is free from every trace of impurity and no 
nicer article or of greater purity exists. 

The increasing demand for it led the way, after much cost- 
ly experience and labor, to devising means by which all im- 
purities could be removed, and this he followed up until he was 
enabled to produce an article which was_ strictly «chemically 
pure and free from any odor or color, 

Mr. Gordon devoted many years to the study and construc- 
tion of such apparatus and appliances as would do this, and 
had effectually furnished for the market an article of absolute 
purity. He became so much interested in this article that after 
it became an article of large importance he abandoned all oth- 
ers, and gave his entire attention to its improvement. During the 
years 1867 to 1871 Mr. Gordon's plant was visited by four dis- 
astrous fires, requiring the rebuilding of his works and an entire 
new plant, entailing besides pecuniary loss and much loss of 
time. 

Immediately after each disaster he set to work rebuilding 
his plants. He retired from active business several years ago. 

Mr. Gordon was one of the oldest, if not the oldest, members 
ot the American Pharmaceutical Association, having become a 
member in 1854. He was secretary from 1855 to 1860 and presi- 
dent in 1864 and 1865, and had filled various offices since in that 
body. For many years ke was a regular attendant at the meet- 
ings of the A. Ph. A. 

Mr. Gordon took an active interest in pharmaceutical mat- 
ters in Cincinnati, and soon after moving to Cincinnati with 
others organized the Cincinnati College of Pharmacy, of which 
he was president for many years. He was a member of the 
Chamber of Commerce and an ex-president of the Board of 
Trade. He was always active in church work, having for many 
years been a vestryman and warden, and superintendent of the 
Sunday school of St. John’s Episcopal Church (now St. Paul’s 
Cathedral), as well as active in all public matters. 

He leaves a widow, one son and three daughters, two of his 
daughters being married and one single.

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SUNDAY SALES OF SODA, FRUIT, ETC., LEGALIZED 
IN MASSACHUSETTS. 


Brings Confectioners, Etc., into Competition with Druggists—287 
Sunday Licenses in Boston—Large Delegation for Los Angeles 
Meeting. 





(From our Regular Correspondent.) 


Boston, July 21.~--The druggists of this city and, in fact, 
throughout the state, were much interested in the progress of 
the bill, which finally became a law in the recent session of the 
legislature, and required a license for the Sunday sale of fruit, 
confectionery, soda, ice cream, etc. The instigators of the law 
proposed it as a means of permitting fruit stores and the like to 
fo business on the Sabbath legally. As the effort resulted in 
success a part of the business of many of these places means 
competition for the druggist and the latter is accordingly desir- 
ous of ascertaining what progress is being made under the law. 
Up to the present time the licensing board of this city has acted 
favorably upon 287 applications for Sunday permits and many of 
those granted were formerly holders of common. victualler’s 
licenses. Since the passage of the act many common victuallers 
have given up their licenses and taken out licenses under the 
new law. 

Recently the Boston licensing board issued 10 more sixth- 
class licenses for the sale of liquor, making in all 181 Hub drug- 
gists who now hold these permits.

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MADAME YALE’S PREPARATIONS MISBRANDED. 





Government Condemns Preparations—Results of Official Analyses. 





(From our Regular Correspondent.) 


Washington, July 21.—The Department of Agriculture has given 
notice through the Board of Food and Drug Inspection of the 
result of a seizure of eighty-five dozen packages more or less of 
the Madame Yale preparations of various kinds which were seized 
in Washington some time ago under a proceeding of libel lately 
pending before the Supreme Court of the District of Columbia. 
The Department asserts that the facts in the case were as follows: 


On June 30, 1908, an inspector of the Department of Agricul 
ture found in the store of S. Kann Sons & Company, in Wash 
ington, D. C., a quantity of drug preparations which had been 
shipped to the said S. Kann Sons & Company, from New York, 
by Maude Yale Bishop Wilson. The consignment comprised 
seven distinct preparations. Samples of the several preparations 
were obtained by the Department of Agriculture and subjected to 
analyses in the Bureau of Chemistry in the Department 

The analysis of the preparation labeled “Mme. Yale's [Excelsior 
Skin I’ood” disclosed that it consisted of 76.5 per cent. of vaseline, 
which was mixed with fixed oil or fat and zine oxide, colored 
with a pink dye, and perfumed, 

The analysis of the preparation labeled “Mme. Yale’s Excelsior 
Fruitcura” disclosed that it consisted of 76.97 per cent. of volatile 
matter (largely water with 16.66 per cent. of alcohol by volume), 
29.71 per cent. of sugar, and small quantities of plant drugs 

The analysis of the preparation labeled “Mme. Yale’s Fertilizet 
Tablets” disclosed that the tablets were very largely composed 
of charcoal, compounded with potassium bitartrate and sugar. 

The analysis of the preparation labeled “Mme. Yale’s Excelsior 
Hair Tonic” disclosed that it consisted of 15.56 percent. of alco 
hol by weight, 82 per cent. of water, and small amounts of gly 
cerin, perfume with bergamot oil. 

The analysis of the preparation labeled “Mme. Vale's Excelsior 
Complexion Bleach” disclosed that it was mainly a saturated soln 
tion of borax in orange flower water. 

The analysis of the preparation labeled “Mme, Yale’s Autisep 
tic” disclosed that it consisted of 07.6 per cent. of volatile matter 
(16.90 per cent. of alcohol by weight, 4 per cent. of formaldehyde, 
and water), 2.37 per cent of boric acid, and aromatics , 

Phe analysis of the preparation labeled “Mme, Yale’e Blush of 
Youth” disclosed that it consisted of 50.15 per cent. of volatile 
matter (6.30 per cent. of alcohol by weight and 40.85 per cent. of 
water colored with a coal tar dye and perfumed), and about 43.85 
per cent. of glycerin 

By comparison of the analyses with the statements on the labels 
and circulars inclosed with the several preparations, it was ap 
parent that these statements were false, misleading, and deccptiy 
and the preparations misbranded within the meaning of section S 
of the Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 1906. The goods seized 
were ordered to be sold :

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MARYLANDERS TO SEEK FOOD AND DRUG LAW 
AMENDMENTS. 





Baltimore Exchange Favors Harmonizing State with Federal Law 
—Why the Bill Failed—Criticism of Payne Bill—Tax Rate 
Too High for Financial Institutions.

Baltimore, July 17 A determined effort will be made next 
winter during the biennial session of the Maryland legislature, 
by the Baltimore Drug Iexchange, to secure the enactment ot a 
state pure food and drug law, which shall embody all of the 
essential features of the federal statute This course was de 
cided upon at the quarterly meeting of the exchange. which took 
place aboard the auxiliary power yacht Chilhowee on the way 
to Beiterton, Kent county, on last Wednesday afternoon The 
weather proved ideal for the oceasion, which brought out a 
large participation and was greatly enjoyed, “Che business ses 
sion took place on the down trip, being presided over by Henry 
I’. Baker, president of the Exchange, with Wo M MeCormick 
of MeCormick & Co., as secretary Phe matter was brought up 
in the report of the legislative committee, which was presented 
by A. C. Meyer, the chairman. ‘This report defended the Tes 
change against the charge that it had worked to defeat’ th 
measure before the legislature at the session of last year The 
report pointed out, what is generally known, that the bill then 
introduced failed for the reason that the Tlouse and Senate 
could not agree who should be charged with the enforeement of 
the law, the Maryland Agricultural College claiming that it had 
all the machinery to analyze food substanees and drugs, while 
the State Board of Hlealth insisted that it was best equipped to 
execute the Taw Phe question of responsibility for the failure 
of the bill has special pertinence now, when an atternoon paper 
is engaged in an aggressive campaign, the purpose of whieh ts 
apparently to show the urgent need of an effective pure food 
and drug law to curb the alleged adulterations of Maryland 
manufacturers of food substances and drugs As a matter of 
fact, all the manufacturers, especially the producers of medic 
inal preparations, are heartily in favor of a law which shall ac 
cord with the federal statute, and which would tend greatly to 
simplify their business, since it} would) promote uniformity of 
standards and requirements. On motion of Parker Cook, of 
the Kmerson) Drug Company, the following resolution was 
adopted : 

Be it resolved, that the suggestion made at the joint meeting 
of the Drug Exchange, Mar¥land Pharmaceutical Association, 
Baltimore Retail Drugeists’ Association and the Baltimore 
branch of the American Pharmaceutical Association, to the ef 
fect that the Drug Exchange be requested to draft a bill on the 
lines of the National Pure Food and Drug Act and similar to 
the one introduced by the Exchange at the last meeting of the 
Maryland legislature, be and is hereby approved; and 

Be it further resolved, that the legislative committee of this 
organization be instructed to draw such a bill, and, when com 
pleted, to call a meeting of the different food and drug inter 
ests concerned in such legislation and the pure food and drugs 
act commission appointed by the governor; and that the said 
interests be requested to cooperate with our organization in ob 
taining such legislation by appointing representatives to create 
a joint committee representing all interests, the committee so 
constituted to have charge of the bill when presented to the 
legislature 

Another resolution adopted relates to the. amendment to 
Senate section 647 of the Payne bill, which permits cities, pub 
lic hospitals and municipal laboratories to import medicinal sup 
plies for their own use free of duty, and which, if it became a 
law, would practically prevent the domestic manufacturers from 
competing with the foreign houses, The resolution protests 
against this amendment, and also favors the retention in the 
Payne bill of the provision authorizing the drawback of the tax 
on domestic alcohol used in the manufacture of medicinal prep 
arations exported from the country. Copies of the resolution 
are to be sent to Marvland’s representatives ino the House and 
Senate at Washington, to Chairman Payne of the Ways and 
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Means Committee and to Senator Aldrich, who has been di 
recting the work of tariff revision in the Senate 
Dr. Dohme Criticises Tax Rate. 

Chairman A. Ro L. Dohme, of the committee on taxation, 
made a report in which he pointed out that banks and = manu

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THE DRUG AND CHEMICAL MARKET 


The prices quoted in this report are those current in the wholesale market, and higher prices are paid for 
retail lots. The quality of goods frequently necessitates a wide range of prices. 








Condition of Trade. 


New York, July 23, 1909. 

Importers and dealers do not report any improvement in 
business for the past fortnight. Quietness prevails in nearly all 
departments of drugs and chemicals, and while the tariff is 
blamed for the lack of movement, the conditions are regarded 
as seasonable for the dog days, though with the tariff question 
out of the way, it is felt that dealers would abandon the con- 
servatism that has so limited the volume of business during the 
past two months. Supplies are known to be light in the interior 
and the elimination of tariff influences and the close of the vaca- 
tion season should result in increased buying and a correspond- 
ingly better tone to the market. The leading staples, with few 
exceptions, continue in routine movement without change in 
price, though dealers are evincing no disposition to urge sales 
at price concessions. Recent arrivals of Canada balsam of fir 
on a dull market have weakened values and the inside quotation 
is lower. Asafetida of pharmacopeeial quality is not obtainable 
unless at an advance over the quoted range which has already 
advanced to a higher point than ever previously recorded. The 
uncertainty regarding the imposition of duty on certain drugs 
and chemicals had had its effect on prices. Among the articles 
so affected are oxalic acid, arsenic and oil of sweet orange. The 
talk of imposing a duty on oil of sweet orange for the benefit 
of one domestic producer in Florida and one in California, is 
disturbing to the essential oil trade who are hoping that the 
proposed amendment will not be concurred in by the conference 
committee. Essential oils generally are quiet and steady, though 
a lower range is noted for spearmint and [I‘rench pennyroyal. 
Some articles are showing the influence of competition among 
holders, such widely different drugs as Haarlem oil and sugar 
of milk being so affected. The demand for menthol has fallen 
off and the same may be said of Balsam Peru and Dutch car- 
away seed, which are fractionally lower. The principal fluctua- 
tions of the period under review are tabulated and commented 
upon in succeeding paragraphs.

Drugs. 


Alcohol, grain, wood and denatured, continues held at the full 
prices established by the combination of producers, and there is 
about the usual volume passing out into channels of consump- 
tion. 

Arnica flowers remain quiet, but dealers are firm in their 
views, with quotations well sustained at 11 to 12c. 

Balsam Copaiba is inactive and this, coupled with recent 
heavy arrivals, has served to weaken the views of holders, who 
now offer South American down to 42%c, with 45c named as 
outside. Para is without important change; there is very little 
inquiry at the moment, but previous prices are still quoted. 

Balsam fir, Canada, has reacted from its former upward 
tendency in consequence of recent arrivals and market dullness; 
current quotations are $6.50 to $6.60, but it is believed that the 
inside figure might be shaded on a firm bid. 


Celery seed. 


Balsam Peru continues extremely duil and quotations are 
nominal at $1.60 to $1.65, an open decline of roc. 

Barks.—There is little new or interesting to report in this 
department. About the average demand is experienced and prices 
are generally unchanged. Old peel cascara is held and selling at 
8 to 9c, with offers of new peel to arrive next month at slightly 
lower figures. Elm continues scarce, and previous prices of 14 
to 16c appear well maintained. Soap is dull with the nominal 
quotation 8% to 9c. 

Buchu leaves, short, continue inquired for and quotations for 
prime green are firmly maintained at 36 to 38c. 

Cacao butter meets with a moderate inquiry only, but quota- 
tions are maintained at the previous range of 24% to 26c for 
bulk, and 31 to 33c in boxes. 

Caffeine prices have been revised to the extent that 25 pound 
lots offer at $3.20; in smaller quantities $3.25 is the figure. 

Cannabis indica is scarce on spot and holders are firm in their 
views at $1.35 to $1.50. 

Cantharides, Russian, are without improvement, the recent 
reduction in price having failed to stimulate the demand. Chinese 
blistering beetles are slow of sale and nominally held at 26 to 
27c, as to quantity. 

Chamomile flowers, new Hungarian, are offering freely at 
33 to 35c, but the demand is limited and it is estimated that the 
inside price would be shaded on a firm offer; for old stock, deal- 
ers are asking 43c. 

Coca leaves are held with increased firmness on the prospect 
of a se duty, and most sellers of Truxilloa ask 18c for prime 
stock, with down to tac named. 

Cocaine is firmer in sympathy with the leaf and no pressure 
to realize is evident at under $2.45 to $2.65 for bulk, as to quan- 
lity. 

Codliver oil is dull and neglected, only a retaii trade being 
reported at the current range of $21.50 to $24 for Norwegian, and 
$20 to $22 for Newfoundland. 

Cubeb berries are offered with reserve, and quotations for the 
better grades are maintained firmly at 23 to 25c; powder is find 
ing sale in a moderate jobbing way at 24 to 25c. 

Cuttlefish bone, Trieste, is in advancing tendency at primary 
sources, but sales on spot are reported at the previous range 
of 17% to 18c; French is held and selling at 14% to 23c, as to 
quality. ‘ 

Dragon’s blood in reeds continues scarce and wanted, but the 
higher range of s5 to 58c, reported in the preceding issue, is being 
cut in some quarters, as we hear of sales in a limited way at 53c. 

Ergot, Russian, is without change of consequence, either as 
regards price or demand; jobbing sales at 38 to 4oc. 

Euphorbia pil. continues in moderately active demand and the 
market is firm in tone with nothing offering under 35c, which is 
a trifle above the views of respective buyers. 

Glycerin continues in demand and manufacturers’ prices are 
maintained at 18c for C. P. in drums, and 19c in cans, though a 
jobbing movement is reported at %c under these figures. 

Guarana reflects the influence of competition among holders, 
and offerings are freer at a reduction of $1.60 to $1.65, as to 
quality and quantity. 

Haarlem oil is irregular and unsettled in the face of continued 
keen competition and lack of demand; sales at $1.60 to $1.65. 

Insect flowers are seasonably active, and while 30 to 4oc is the 
general asking price, it is said that 25c might be done. 

Juniper berries continue inquired for, with sales reported at 
to 434c; supplies are not over abundant. 

Lycopodium is firmer owing to scarcity, and 39c is now the 
inside figure, with up to 41c named as to brand. : 

Manna, small flake, is slow of sale and holders offer morc 
freely at a decline of 37 to 38c. 
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Marjoram, French, is held with increased firmness, owing to 
the tenor of reports from the growing districts regarding the new 
crop; held and selling at 94 to toc. 

Menthol has dropped a notch or two in the interval, and the 
tone of the market is weaker at $2.40 to $2.50. 

Opium has shown no action of any consequence during the 
interval since our last report; much complaint is expressed about 
the stagnation of trade, the article being neglected by consumers 
and the trade. Importers are showing more of a disposition to 
urge supplies, and quotations are fractionally lower at $4.05 to 
$4.10 for cases, $4.10 to $4.15 for broken packages, and $5.10 to 
$5.15 for powdered. 

Quinine remains quiet, but without quotable change, prices 
remaining on the old basis of 14c for bulk in 100 oz. tins. The 
tendency is still in buyers’ favor and we hear of some sales by 
second hands at 13%c, though higher prices were realized at the 
last Amsterdam auction of bark. 

Saifron, Valencia, continues in moderate demand, with sales 
at $7.25 to $8, as to quality and quantity. 

Sugar of milk, powdered, is irregular and unsettled owing to 
competition, and reports are current of sales at 814 to ge. 

Sweet almond oil is in upward tendency in sympathy with 
conditions abroad, and the inside figure on original packages has 
been advanced to 5oc. 

Tonka beans, Angostura, are quiet, and there is talk of price 
shading, though $1.10 to $1.15 appears a firm quotation for new 
and oid crop respectively. 

Vanilla beans are maintained firmly in view of reports of an- 
ticipated crop scarcity; sales of whole Mexicans are reported at 
$3 and upward, and of Bourbons at $2.37% to $3. 

Wax, Japan, is pressing for sale and the new lower range of 
10c to 10%c can be shaded in instances. 


Chemicals. 


The influence of the season is felt in the chemical market. 
While the general level of prices shows little change, a strong 
feeling prevails in some articles, particularly those affected by the 
prospective increase in duty. Competition and lack of demand 
has caused an easier feeling in strontium nitrate, which now of 
fers at 71%4 to 734c in casks and 8 to 8%c in kegs. While 634c 
is yet named in some quarters for oxalic acid, most makers are 
holding out for 7c in the expectation of a higher duty being im- 
posed. Arsenic is firmer under the same influence, but sales are 
making at 3% to 3%c. Blue vitriol is dull at 414 to 4%c. Citric 
acid is seasonably active and manufacturers’ prices are firmly 
maintained at 39 to 39!4c, as to quantity. 


Essential Oils. 


Anise has continued to sell in small quantities at $1.0714 to 
$1.10, and the tone of the market is firm at this range. 

Bergamot and other Messina essences are quiet but firm, the 
quotation for the first named being maintained at $4 to $4.25, as 
to quantity. Lemon is in moderately active demand, and quota- 
tions appear well sustained at 80 to goc. Orange is offered with 
reserve in view of the prospective imposition of a higher rate 
of duty for the protection of the two domestic producers; quota- 
tions have been advanced to $2.10 to $2.25 for leading brands. 

Camphor oil is attracting considerable attention at present 
on account of the prospect of an early advance in the price of 
Japanese, but previous prices still obtain, or say 8% to loc. 

Clove is passing out to the trade in small quantities and 
prices are maintained at 67% to 7oc. The upward tendency in 
spice will, it is believed, make itself felt in the oils, and an 
early advance is among the probabilities. 

Cubeb continues to offer at $2 to $2.25, but only jobbing 
sales are reported at this range. 

Peppermint is not attracting much attention at the moment, 
though the outlook for the new crop js not encouraging. There 
is, however, a considerable amount of left-over stock in grow- 
ers’ hands, which it is expected will offset any present crop 
shortage. Bulk continues to be held at $1.45 to $1.50 as to 
quality, with sales within the range. 
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Pennyroyal, French, is in easier tendency and quotations 
have been reduced to $1.60 to $1.70 as to quantity. 

Sassafras is reported higher in the country, but on spot pre- 
vious prices obtain or say 47% to 60c for natural. Interest in 
artificial has been stimulated by reports of probable increase in 
the price of campher oil from which it is obtained, but spot 
prices are as yet unaffected. 

Spearmint is easier under the influence of free offers of new 
crop for forward delivery at comparatively low prices, and sales 
at the close were at $2 to $2.15. 


Gums. 

Aloes, Barbadoes, are in better supply for the moment, but 
additions to the amount available are not expected for the rest 
ot the year, and the holder is asking 45c. Curacao is inquired 
for and sales are making at 614 to 6%c. 

Arabic is slow of sale but steady, with sorts quoted at 7% 
to I4c. 

Asafetida is firmer and higher owing to lessened receipts 
and the purer quality of gum needed to meet pharmacopeeial re- 
quirements. The limited available supply is under good con- 
trol and we hear of no sales under 55c. 

Camphor is in upward tendency in sympathy with the tenor 
of advices from foreign markets where it is reported a com- 
bine is on foot to make a corner in this product. The previous 
quotations of 48 to 49c of American refined, and 46% to 50c for 
foreign are still maintained. 

Chicle continues in limited supply and quotations have been 
advanced to 50 to §55c. 

Myrrh continues to offer in quantities and qualities to suit 
at the range of 18 to 22c, and moderate jobbing sales are re- 
ported. 

Spruce is offering and jobbing sales are making at $1.60 and 
$1.75. 

Tragacanth has not changed materially since our last; sales 
of Aleppo at 35 to 78c, and of Turkey at 35 to 65c. 


Roots. 

Alkanet is itiquired for in a limited way and quotations are 
maimtained at 6 to 6%c. 

Culvers has eased off since our last and now offers at Io to 
I2c as to quantity. 

Gentian is rather easy in tone in the face of a limited inquiry 
but previous prices prevail, or say, 5 to 5%%4c. 

Jalap is scarce and the limited available supply is firmly main- 
tained at 45 to 50c. 

Ipecac, Rio, has hardened in the interval, sales of bales being 
reported at $1.50, the inside price. 

Serpentaria is offered with reserve, and little is obtainable 
at less than 55c.
